Before  Summit  Derision 

WASHINGTON,  (INC) — President  Eisenhower  drove  to 
his  Gettysburg  farm  Thursday  for  a few  days’  rest  before  a de- 
cision is  made  on  whether  he  can  attend  the  NATO  “Summit” 
meeting  in  Paris. 

ACCOMP ANIED  BY  his  physician,  Dr.  Howard  Snyder  and 
news  secretary  James  C.  Hagerty,  the  President  left  the  White 
House  at  1:45  p.m.  (EST)  for  the  80-mile  trip  after  the  roads 
were  cleared  of  Wednesday’s  heavy  snow. 

Mr.  Eisenhower,  who  suffered  a slight  stroke  Nov. 

25,  has  spent  a strenuous  week  at  the  White  House  hold- 
ing  special  conferences  on  his  legislative  program,  foreign 
policy,  the  budget  and  defense  matters. 

Hagerty  said  the  chief  executive’s  doctors  report  that  “ev- 
erything seems  to  be  normal.-’  He  declined,  however,  to  say: 
that  Mr.  Eisenhower  had  already  achieved  a full  recovery. 

MR.  EISENHOWER’S  schedule  calls  for  him  to  return  to 
Washington  Sunday  night  or  early  Monday.  Mrs.  Eisenhower 
left  later  in  the  day  to  join  him  at  their  Pennsylvania  farm.

“Student  pre  - registration 
must  take  place  before  Dec.  11 
in  order  to  receive  permit  to 
register  Jan.  3 and  4,”  stated 
Bliss  H.  Crandall,  dean  of  ad- 
missions. 

Students  who  do  not  pre-reg- 
ister will  have  to  register  on 
Jan.  6 and  are  subject  to  the  late 
fee  without  exception. 

Late  fee  is  $5  for  the  first  day 
and  $1  per  each  additional  day 
up  to  $10. 

According  to  Crandall,  pre- 
registration  slips  may  be  obtain- 
ed from  student’s  advisors.

Students  must  have  at  least 
one-half  of  classes  in  the  after- 
noon, unless  special  permission 
is  given  by  his  dean  or  the 
chairman  of  general  registra- 
tion.
